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CAMPAIGN: Residents tell of the problems 
afflicting the Coleman Crescent play area 
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THE MESSAGE IS CLEAR 

After years of neglect and little investment, a community is demanding action at its local park. 

The problems at the Coleman Crescent recreation area have angered residents on the Whitehall 
estate in Northwood and they have started a petition to try to get improvements. 

The residents blame Thanet council for many of the problems and are calling on the authority to 
invest time and money into the cause. 

One woman says that children play in the roads outside because they cannot use the park, while 
much of the equipment is old, damaged or vandalised.

PEOPLE on a Ramsgate estate are 
demanding that their local park is 
rescued from thugs. 

Residents in Whitehall say that they have had 
enough of the poor state of the Coleman Crescent 
recreation area and want action from Thanet 
council. 

The rec has become a problem area for mem¬ 
bers of the community many of whom are now 
saying “enough is enough”. 

They have told Yourthanet that the problem of 
loutish behaviour means children are too scared 
to play in the park. 

Motorbikes are brought on to and ridden on the 
grass, often at night, and dogs are let off their 
leads to wreak havoc on the swings, say the 
worried residents. 

Owners reportedly use the swings to train 
breeds such as Staffordshire bull terriers, or 
‘staffies’, to strengthen their jaws. 

Meanwhile, dog-fouling bins have been burnt 
out, meaning that there is nowhere to dispose of 
animals’ mess. 

And now a group of neighbours has got togeth¬ 
er to tell their ward councillor, Mark Nottingham, 
of the problems they face. 

Mother-of-two April Yeomans said: “It’s a dis¬ 
grace here now. We want a nice area to bring our 
kids to, but after years of asking for it we still 
don’t have one.” 

Among the improvements the group wants to 
see are CCTV and lighting to deter antisocial 
behaviour and vandalism, better boundary fenc¬ 
ing and more benches. 

They also want metal dog bins and for the park 
to be locked at night. 

Some 200 signatures have been added to a peti¬ 
tion started to draw attention to the problems.

Young artists 
drawing up a 
new message 


A NEW way of tackling 
graffiti is being taken into 
secondary schools and col¬ 
leges by the Thanet Com¬ 
munity Safety Partnership. 

A community safety officer has 
been visiting schools to highlight the 
penalties for criminal damage and to 
promote the other activities that are 
available to young people. 

This has led to a community proj¬ 
ect by students at King Ethelbert 
School in Birchington who are look¬ 
ing at how they can get across the 
voice of today’s young people as part 
of their GCSE Citizenship course. 

Joseph Andrews, Shipona Akthar 
and Jade Duggan, all aged 15, volun¬ 
teered and worked with Street Art 
Studio, a local art group. 

They helped to complete a mural 
which promotes the message to 
“look beyond the image, see the real 
person”. 

Other students came up with the 
design, which shows a person in a 
hooded top on one side of the mural, 
while the other side shows the per-

son underneath the hoodie, an ordin¬ 
ary young person. They also complet¬ 
ed a survey about the perceptions of 
young people. 

Joseph said: “We wanted to show 
you can’t judge a book by its cover. 

“The idea behind the design is to 
get the message out that you should 
not stereotype young people. 

“Just because we wear hoodies 
doesn’t mean we cause trouble.” 

Community Safety Officer Jessica 
Bailey said: “We want to get the mes¬ 
sage across that young people care 
about the community. 

“From the work we’ve done with 
young people, it’s become very appar¬ 
ent that, far from what is often per¬ 
ceived, many have exactly the same 
concerns as older generations. 

“They’re worried about antisocial 
behaviour and community safety, as 
well as being frustrated that percep¬ 
tions of young people are sometimes 
negative.” 

It is hoped that the artwork can be 
exhibited in the new year.

Karen Smith also highlighted some of 

the problems. 

She said: “People have been coming 
into our sheds to steal things, we get 
abused and sworn at and so much 
more. 

“Kids are playing in the street 
because their parents keep them 
away, there’s nothing for them to 
enjoy.” 

She added: “We pay our council tax 
and we’d like to see this place brought 
up to the standard of Dane Park in 
Margate.” 

Cllr Nottingham added: “You only 
have to look at what is happening in 
Thanet to see there is less going on in 
Ramsgate than in Margate. 

“I’ve no objection to improvements 
in Margate so long as we also get 
them here, but in my view that is not 
the case. This place has been neglect¬ 
ed for years.” 

Thanet South’s Labour MP Steve 
Ladyman is also backing the cam¬ 
paign. 

He said: “The place needs some seri¬ 
ous tidying up and some extra facili¬ 
ties. 

“Ninety-eight per cent of the people 
who use this place do so in the right 
way and they are passionate about it. 
They shouldn’t lose it for the sake of 
one or two.” 

At the time of publication, Thanet 
council had yet to respond to this 
newspaper’s questions about the 
matter. 

Football fans 
escorted home 

POLICE were called to Hartsdown 
Park at the weekend as trouble flared 
at a football match. 

Some 30 fans at the Margate versus 
Dover Athletic game on Saturday 
tried to re-enter the ground, becoming 
aggressive towards stewards on duty 
after the final whistle. 

They were escorted back to Dover 
on the train by officers. 

No arrests were made. 

Dover won the Ryman Premier 
Division game 2-0 in front of a crowd 
of more than 1,300. 

On Thanet rivals Ramsgate FC’s 
website forum, one fan wrote that he 
thought alcohol was to blame for any 
problems as only home fans were 
allowed access to the bar and some 
visiting Dover fans were “tanked up” 
before the match had even started.

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Pilot buids his own dream

Round-the-world 
trip to be taken in 
home-made plane

WHILE some of us bank on taking 
it easy when we retire, a pilot who 
grew up in the isle is planning on 
fulfilling the ambition of a lifetime. 

Patrick Elliott is leaving his job with British 
Airways in March to embark on a round-the- 
world trip in a plane he built with his own 
hands. 

The 54-year-old former Thanet schoolboy 
and his partner Linda could embark on their 
trip this year in the 12ft-long, 30ft-wide Long- 
EZ craft and plan to dedicate their journey to 
Patrick’s former Air Training Corps squadron. 

The two-seater machine is the result of 16 
years of painstaking work by Patrick, who 
built it alone in a garage with the use of just a 
book and plans. 

Patrick said: “The job has changed so much 
over the years - I love flying but feel it’s time 
to move on. It has become a lot less personal, 
so that is really why I started building an 
aeroplane. 

“It’s almost getting back to my roots and 
allowing me to get back to actual aircraft han¬ 
dling because you don’t do as much of that in 
long-haul scenarios.” 

He added: “The plane is superb to fly, cruises 
well at 170mph, handles well and is quite eco¬ 
nomical.” 

The flight will not be a continuous journey 
as the pair will stop in various places en route, 
but they still plan to navigate their way across 
the globe. 


He has been living in Reigate, near Gatwick 
Airport, a location convenient for his job as a 
pilot, but it was on the isle that he discovered 
his love of the skies. 

He said: “My interest started through my 
best friend at primary school, Peter Brace. His 
father owned some hotels locally and decided 
to buy a plane. 

“He flew a twin-engine yellow plane called a 
Miles Gemini 1A, flying it out of Ramsgate 
Municipal Airport up by the water tower. He 
asked if I’d like to fly in it one day and after I’d 


managed to persuade my parents we flew 
from Manston to Ramsgate, a journey which 
took about five minutes. 

“I was hooked. I flew with both him and 
Peter many times after that.” 

When he was 13, Patrick joined the Air 
Training Corps 438 Squadron at Margate, 
developing his skills as a pilot in his own right. 

He said: “I was a member for many years 
and I went up through the ranks. At 16 I 
started to pilot gliders solo at West Mailing, 
probably around 1970, and then a year later I 


was fortunate to gain a flying scholarship with 
the air force. 

“I was able to take a course in Jersey and I 
applied to the BA college in Hamble to be a 
passenger jet pilot. I graduated in March 
1975.” 

He added: “I’ve flown all over the world but 
owe the Air Training Corps a huge debt of 
thanks, really... they started me off and made 
it happen for me.” 

The Long-EZ may eventually be hangared 
at Manston airport. 


Ladyman named 
in critical report 

A COMMITTEE of MPs has war¬ 
ned that weak rules are allowing 
former ministers to exploit contacts 
made while they were in office. 

The Public Administration Com¬ 
mittee says that ministers such as 
Thanet South’s Dr Steve Ladyman 
(Labour), a former transport min¬ 
ister, should be subject to tougher 
regulations monitored by an inde¬ 
pendent watchdog. 

The MP’s name was dragged into 
the row last year when he was crit¬ 
icised for appearing to promote the 
interests of a private firm to the 
Highways Agency. 

Dr Ladyman had been subject to 
a lobbying ban after leaving his 
post but was still able to arrange 
meetings with officials for when it 
ended. 

The report says that Dr Lady¬ 
man used his former role “as a way 
of introducing himself when lobby¬ 
ing” for a traffic information com¬ 
pany. 

The isle MP insists he did noth¬ 
ing improper and was never found 
guilty of any wrongdoing, but the 
committee cited the case in its 
report published earlier this week. 

The committee’s chairman, Tony 
Wright, said: “Lobbying enhances 
democracy, but it can also subvert 
it. Transparency is key here. 

“There is a public interest in 
knowing who is lobbying whom 
about what.” 


Pair Rendezvous 
over development 
of cliff-top area 


TWO Thanet councillors are calling 
for a Rendezvous rethink. 

Labour’s Clive Hart and Iris 
Johnston are opponents of the cur¬ 
rent plans for the site at the bottom 
of Fort Hill and argue that the cur¬ 
rent KCC and TDC plans to build 
the Turner Contemporary gallery 
on the site is “over-development of 
the car park and cliff-top areas”. 

They say it would take away valu¬ 
able parking spaces and destroy a 
much-loved public view, although 
they say they are not opposed to the 
construction of the gallery. 

The pair say forced changes and 
unforeseen cutbacks to the joint 
TDC and KCC plans to develop the 
Rendezvous car park and top end of 
Fort Hill in Margate could actually 
work in favour of local people. 

Cllr Johnston said: “TDC and 
KCC ruling Conservative members 
desperately need to manage the lat¬ 
est changes and challenges. Both 
councils need to communicate bet¬ 
ter with each other and all of us who 


have to live with their ‘bright’ and 
very expensive ideas.” 

Both are now repeating their orig¬ 
inal request to keep as much of the 
Rendezvous car park as possible 
and create a prominent public view¬ 
ing area at the top of Fort Hill. 

Cllr Hart said: “Developers may 
be disappointed that much of the 
original project now looks unlikely, 
but residents and tourism could 
benefit through any reinstatement 
of parking and a well-designed cliff- 
top public viewing area.” 

The councillors have sent commu¬ 
nications to the respective chief 
executives at KCC and TDC. 

These ask for a rethink of the proj¬ 
ect and restate the request for a “less 
expensive, more practical and com¬ 
mon-sense solution for use of the 
land at both sea and cliff-top levels”. 

The Turner Contemporary will 
eventually rise from the ground at 
the site. Building got under way in 
November and the work is due for 
completion in 2011. 
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GLORIA JOINS THE ARMY 

Television presenter Gloria Hunniford 
joined the Margate Citadel Salvation 
Army for its charity Christmas carol 
concert at the Winter Gardens. 

The event was the 47th annual show 
and raised more than £l r 400 for the 
Caron Keating Foundation. 

The Christmas Unwrapped concert 
was billed as a "seasonal journey to 
discover the true meaning of Christmas 
underneath the tinsel and decorations". 

Ms Keating - Gloria's daughter - died 
in 2004 r aged just 41. 

The former Blue Peter presenter had 
been suffering from breast cancer and 
a foundation was set up in her name to 
offer financial backing to professional 
carers, complementary healing 
practitioners and support groups 
dealing with cancer patients. 

It also helps individuals and families 
affected by the disease. 

Gloria, 68, told the audience about 
the times she attended the Salvation 
Army in Northern Ireland as a child, as 
well as other memories of meeting 
Salvation Army members throughout 
her career. 


Airport plans a fight 
of fancy, say groups 
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Stimulating sessions will 
bridge art and craft gap 

ADULTS with special needs will benefit from 
weekly art and craft sessions with artist 
Penny Blaney. 

The evening sessions are being organised 
by Hereson House in Turner Street, Rams¬ 
gate, and start on Tuesday, January 20. 

The classes are designed to support the 
needs of adults with disabilities in safe sur¬ 
roundings. 

Michael Gregory, manager of Hereson 
House, said: “The aim is to bridge the gap in 
the provision of quality programmes for 
adults with special needs. 

“Such activities have proven successful 
with children and adults with disabilities 
and we hope the art and craft evenings will 
be helpful in stimulating their minds and 
bodies.” 

Scheme becomes centre 
of attention for planners 

PLANS to redevelop part of Newington have 
moved a step forward. 

TTianet council cabinet members have been 
told that a scheme for The Centre will help 
to tackle antisocial behaviour by redevelop¬ 
ing homes and shops. 

A formal decision to redevelop the Rams¬ 
gate site was taken in December. 

The work will be carried out by Town and 
Country Housing, one of the council’s pre¬ 
ferred partner-registered social landlords. 

The proposal is to demolish The Centre 
and replace it with a mixed scheme of hous¬ 
es and six flats. There is also the possibility of 
including a medical centre. 

A planning application is expected in the 
spring. 


VIEW THI! 
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PROPOSALS to expand Kent 
International Airport at Manston 
have been attacked by environ¬ 
mental campaigners. 

Owner Infratil says it wants to build a new 
terminal and extend the runway to help 
accommodate millions of extra passengers 
over the next 25 years, but Kent Green Party 
and the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
both say the proposals are unrealistic. 

They have submitted responses to the New 
Zealand-based firm as part of its masterplan 
consultation process. 

Steve Dawe, of Kent Green Party, said the 
draft plan, which was published in October, 
took no account of the contraction in the civil 
aviation industry. 

He said: “Coupled with the recession, which 
is already beginning to reduce the number of 
flights, plans for Manston airport to expand

are - literally - flights of fancy. We have rec¬ 
ommended the owners consider leisure uses 
for the site, bearing in mind initiatives taken 
at Dreamland in Margate and in other coastal 
towns to improve leisure options in east Kent. 

“Some of the site could also be returned to 
agriculture. There are always calls for more 
allotments and seed sales for growing food 
have risen dramatically. 

“Why shouldn’t Manston have much quieter 
and less polluting contributions to make in 
future?” 

Infratil wants to see one million passengers 
pass through the airport each year by 2011, 
and two million by 2013. 

By 2033, the company says that figure could 
rise to six million if plans to add to its list of 
flight destinations come to fruition. 


It says that such an expansion could create 
7,500 jobs, which is a huge increase on the 93 
now employed at the 800-acre site. 

Freight flights would also increase, from the 
current 33,000-tonne handling figure to 
100,000 tonnes in 2010, then 150,000 tonnes 
in 2012. 

Chris Lowe, chairman of CPRE Kent’s trans¬ 
port group, said: “The masterplan is full of 
aspirations but very light on justification. 

“It is impossible to see what the impacts of 
such major growth will be - not only on 
Thanet, but on Kent and beyond - as the nec¬ 
essary supporting work has not been done. 

“As it stands, the masterplan raises more 
questions than it provides answers.” 

Kent International chief executive Matt 
Clarke said: “The consultation period ended on 
December 19 and submissions have been 
received. 

“They will be considered before we release 
the final version of the masterplan.”

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Alliance's 'non-job' attack 
rejected by health trust 


A LOCAL health post has been 
branded one of the “Top Ten Non- 
Jobs of 2008” by the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance. 

The alliance, which monitors public spend¬ 
ing, nominated the role of equality and divers¬ 
ity manager at the East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Trust, which covers Thanet, 
in its list. 

This was alongside such positions as street 
football co-ordinator for a Scottish council and 
London-based community space challenge co¬ 
ordinator and enviro-crime officer. 

The group said the job in Kent commanded 
a salary of between £29,091 and £38,352. 

It is now being advertised and its description 
is “to ‘embed’ equality and diversity practices 
in the Trust”. 

Alliance chief executive Matthew Elliott said 
the list had been put together to show the

“economic divide” which exists between the 
public and private sectors. 

He said: “In times of economic hardship it is 
important that the public sector tightens its 
belt, just as families are having to. 

“With the public finances in such a mess, 
taxpayers can’t afford for quangos and coun¬ 
cils to splash out on non-jobs that would be an 
indulgence even in good times.” 

But the NHS Trust said the position was an 
important one because of the wide range of 
people with which it dealt. 

A spokesman said: “The trust is in the pro¬ 
cess of creating this important post in order to 
help us to continue to provide a comprehen¬ 
sive, first-class healthcare service which will 
understand and cater for the needs of all sec¬ 
tions of the population we serve. 


“Research has shown that disadvantaged 
groups bear an overproportional share of 
health problems, frequently negatively affect¬ 
ed by the way institutions, policies and prac¬ 
tices organise and deliver health services. 

“Health disparities are noted in social and 
economic exclusion, which are inextricably 
linked to racism and other forms of discrimi¬ 
nation. Services need to respond differently to 
these minority groups and the problems they 
have accessing healthcare. 

“To achieve this aim, the trust is determined 
to maintain a level playing field for access to 
healthcare and to ensure everyone who either 
seeks our help or works for us is treated with 
equal respect and that the dignity of all our 
patients and staff is upheld at all times.” 

He added that the post would also enable the 
Trust to meet its requirements under various 
Acts of Parliament which have been brought 
in over recent years or been amended.

Six streets added to trading ban 


RESTRICTIONS on street trading have 
been extended to another six isle roads. 

The decision was taken at a full meeting of 
Thanet council last month. 

The new restrictions bar street trading in 
Dumpton Park Drive in Broadstairs and 
Ramsgate; Church Street and Vicarage 
Street in St Peter’s; St Mildred’s Road in 
Westgate-on-Sea; and Waverley Road in 
Westbrook. 

Thanet council first introduced such 
restrictions in 1998, when street trading was 
banned on more than 200 roads. A further 21 
streets were added in 2005. 

Most complaints are about cars for sale on 
the highway and usually focus on the nui¬ 
sance the trade causes and the fact that buy¬ 
ers don’t have the legal protection that they 
would have if they went to legitimate motor 
traders. 


The council also receives complaints about 
mobile catering units in the street. 

Cllr Jo Gideon, cabinet member for safer 
neighbourhoods, health and communities, 
said: “This is about responding to concerns 
that people have raised about street trading. 

‘We are aware there have been problems 
on some of the roads not covered by the exist¬ 
ing ban. 

“By adding these streets we can tackle the 
problems in these areas. 

We know that there is a chance the sale of 
vehicles on the highway could be displaced 
into other roads, but a district-wide ban is 
not appropriate. 

We have narrow streets with terrace hous¬ 
ing and extending the ban will affect those 
who live there.” 

Shops in these streets that display goods 
outside their premises can continue to do so.

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Funding to boost 
disabled facilities 

THANET has been awarded almost £300,000 
in Government grants for disabled facilities. 

For the year 2009-2010, the council will 
receive £897,000 from the Government, up from 
£600,000, the figure for the year 2008-2009. 

The council is now planning to roll out a 
programme of disabled adaptation schemes 
which officers say will “be one of the biggest of 
any council in the South East”. 

Previously, 60 per cent of the money came 
from the Government, with 40 per cent of the 
funding coming from local authorities. 

This system has now been dropped, but 
Thanet council is planning to commit 
£400,000 per year over the next three years. 

In total, £1.2 million is allocated to funding 
Disabled Facilities Grants over the next three 
years, but the council’s ability to fund the 
scheme will depend on the level of cash that it 
raises from asset sales. 

Delighted 

Cllr Zita Wiltshire, cabinet member for 
housing, said it was good news for disabled 
people in the isle. 

She said: “The council has been lobbying for 
additional funds for this scheme over the last 
couple of years and we’re delighted the Govern¬ 
ment has made Thanet a special case because 
of the high level of demand in the district.” 

She added: “Although this is an excellent 
increase, sadly it’s nowhere near enough to 
tackle the full extent of the problem here. 

“We have seen the demand for grants 
nearly double in the last two years, while at 
the same time, Government changes to the 
eligibility rules have added more than 
£100,000 a year to the cost of the scheme. 

“Many vulnerable people still have to wait 
far too long to get vital adaptations done to 
their homes. 

‘We will continue to work with the Home 
Improvement Agency and colleagues in the 
occupational health service to ensure the most 
urgent cases are dealt with without delay.”

Q Can you tell us about your role as fund-raising support 
assistant? 

A My main duties as FSA are to provide sup¬ 
port to two fund-raising managers and 
ensure the office runs smoothly. 

Often I am the first point of contact, so I 
meet a diverse range of people. On a typical 
day I’ll speak to volunteers such as committee 
members or our schools speaker, Macmillan 
staff and other supporters who may be doing 
anything from sponsored slims to running 
marathons to raise money. 

I am also responsible for thanking donors 
and banking donations, writing press releases 
for our website, providing admin support dur¬ 
ing local and national events and solving prac¬ 
tical problems in our office. 

Every year, Macmillan holds collections at 
Tesco and Morrisons stores across Kent. I 
helped co-ordinate the Tesco collections in 
October which raised more than £16,000. 
Recently I have been working to deliver the 
same success at our Morrisons collections. 

It is a varied role with lots of opportunities to 
meet supporters and attend events. It is chal¬ 
lenging and demanding - no two days are the 
same - but also very rewarding. 

Qls working for a charity something you planned to do? 

A After university, I found it extremely diffi¬ 
cult to find a job without having real busi¬ 
ness experience. 

It wasn’t until a friend offered me some work 
experience at a charity called the Riverwood 


Project that I decided I’d really like to pursue 
a career within the charity sector. 

I approached Macmillan as a volunteer but 
was lucky enough to be offered a full-time posi¬ 
tion at the Kent office.

Water shortage fears 
for the Kent desert

KENT falls into a part of the UK 
which has less water per head of 
population than that available to 
the inhabitants of largely desert 
countries Morocco and Egypt. 

The county is one of the areas of “serious 
water stress” identified in an Environment 
Agency report on the state of the nation’s sup¬ 
plies which states that in the event of a hot dry 
summer rationing and hosepipe bans would 
inevitably come into force. 

The survey warns that many lakes, estuar¬ 
ies and rivers are drained so quickly to provide 
fresh water for Britain’s growing population 
there is a danger to wildlife and public sup¬ 
plies during dry years. 

The Environment Agency says people are 
still wasting too much water in their homes, 
while water companies are allowing supplies 
to escape from leaking pipes. 

It calls for the speedier introduction of water 
meters such as those introduced in Folkestone 
and on Romney Marsh - and for more reser¬ 
voirs and desalination plants to be considered 
only as a last resort. 

Trevor Bishop, the head of water resources, 
said: “We are trying to change the way we 
manage water resources and put in place the 
right incentives for people to use less water. 

“There are three main ways - metering of 
customers, tackling leakage and more water 
efficiency in the home.” 

According to the agency, homes with meters 
use 13 per cent less water than those paying 
fixed water rates. 

Mr Bishop added: “We are calling for meters, 
but done in the right way.” 

The report says the pressure is greatest in 
the South East and warns that the risk of 
water shortages, hosepipe bans and other 
restrictions will increase in the next few 
decades. 


“Over the next 30 years, there will be 
increasing pressures from the rising popula¬ 
tion and associated development,” it states. 

“Looking further ahead, the impact of cli¬ 
mate change could have a major impact on the 
water available for all uses.” 

Computer forecasts of climate change sug¬ 
gest winters will be wetter on average in 
Britain but summers will be drier, particular¬ 
ly in the South East. 


Compared to the rest of Europe, water 
resources are under greater stress only in 
drier countries such as Cyprus, Malta, Spain 
and Italy, the report added. 

In recent years hosepipe bans have been 
introduced in the summer across much of 
the county and supplies - including those 
drawn from Bewl Water - have had to be 
supplemented by river water from the 
Medway.

Drop in stab deaths 

FIVE people were stabbed to death on the 
streets of Kent and Medway last year, new 
figures have revealed. 

The Conservatives found that the num¬ 
ber of fatal stabbings in England and 
Wales during 2007-08 had reached a record 
high with five people a week nationally los¬ 
ing their lives to knife crime. 

Figures for Kent Police showed five peo¬ 
ple had been killed due to knife violence in 
2007-08, down from six in 2006-07. 

James Brokenshire, the shadow home 
affairs minister, called for the offence of 
knife possession to carry an automatic jail 
sentence. 

“The Government’s only response is short 
term, ad-hoc police operations, the results 
of which they spin and manipulate anyway 
to try and get a good story, 2009 must her¬ 
ald a new approach.”

Revealed: the worrying 
pfight of our mammals

A THIRD of mammals in the UK - 
including many species regularly 
encountered in Kent - are in 
“serious decline”, a disturbing 
report has revealed. 

Dormice, water voles and harvest mice are 
among the creatures under threat, the State of 
Britain’s Mammals survey warns. 

And even the hedgehog - once a common 
visitor to many gardens - is under threat 
because of fewer hibernation sites. 

The industrialisation of the countryside, the 
rise of invasive predators and modem farming 
techniques are to blame for falls in the num¬ 
bers of about 40 species. 

The report reveals that the number of water 
voles - a species immortalised by Ratty in The 
Wind In The Willows - has fallen by 88 per 
cent in the last 25 years. 

They have been devastated by American 
mink that have escaped from fur farms. 

Hazel dormice populations have fallen by 23 
per cent, the report, written for the People’s 
Tmst For Endangered Species, found. 

The list of animals most at risk now includes 
18 species - or 30 per cent of all land mam¬ 
mals in the UK. 

Chief executive Jill Nelson said that 
although hedgehogs remained a relatively 
common sight in gardens across the UK, their

Partnership's 
protection is 
always there 
for victims 

KENT Police are working with the 
National Centre for Domestic Violence to 
provide victims with access to legal repre¬ 
sentation 24 hours a day, all year round. 

The partnership was launched at Kent 
Police College with Chief Superintendent 
Lee Catling, centre chief executive officer 
Steve Connor and local solicitors present. 

The National Centre for Domestic 
Violence gives free legal advice and repre¬ 
sentation to victims of domestic abuse and 
helps them obtain court non-molestation 
orders, also known as injunctions. 

An injunction stops a violent or abusive 
partner or ex-partner from using or threat¬ 
ening violence. 

Chief Supt Catling said: “This partner¬ 
ship will help police officers in protecting 
victims and their families from abusers. 

“Police and public protection unit officers 
will be able to refer victims to the centre for 
advice, which will help them start to rebuild 
their lives free from violence and abuse. 
Officers will be able to help victims seek 
free legal advice quickly. 

“It is a criminal offence to breach non¬ 
molestation orders and we will arrest any¬ 
one breaching court orders.” 

Mr Connor said: “Domestic violence is a 
cowardly crime. Our partnership with Kent 
Police will give anyone needing legal advice 
or an injunction fast access to our service, 
which is free to all regardless of race, reli¬ 
gion, sexual orientation or financial circum¬ 
stances. 

“By standing together, we will send out a 
message that this horrific crime will not be 
tolerated and that we will work to bring 
abusers to justice.” 

The centre is able to offer assistance at 
court using a ‘MacKenzie friend’ - a person 
who can offer legal advice - to accompany 
victims throughout proceedings. Leaflets 
publicising the partnership and the new 
services available in Kent and Medway are 
on display around the county.

What is the purpose of the children's centre? 

The primary goal is to offer families with children under 
the age of five one location where they can access a range 
of services and information, all of which are delivered by 
a multi-disciplinary team of professionals in Ramsgate. 
We are able to point to different support and advice, 
including benefits advice, Citizens Advice Bureaux, 
Thanet College and adult education courses and the 
children's information service. Newlands also has a nurs¬ 
ery on site run by Thanet Early Years Project. 

How do you think it benefits the community? 

Parents and families may not know where to go or how to 
access a certain agency. At Newlands they can speak to 
trained staff who can offer advice and information and 
assess their needs. They can then be referred to agencies 
or professional bodies, including health visitors, speech 
and language therapists, midwives, breast-feeding 
support and child development. 

What is your role? 

I offer a listening ear and a friendly face to the communi¬ 
ty. I offer support on behalf of Newlands to families and 
help them access services that improve their well-being. 
This is offered via home visits, advice and referrals. I also 
help run groups within the centre including parent and 
toddler groups called Bizzy Babies and Kiddy Winks. We 
also run a coffee morning and have a toy library. All our 
groups have a professionally-run creche within the centre 
offering messy play and creative sessions. 

Do you like what you do? 

Yes. I enjoy meeting people and am lucky to work in a role 
where each day is different. I get immense satisfaction 
knowing I have helped a family, no matter how small their 
request may be. I find my role challenging and I always 
have goals to aspire to.

Or you could all go and risk 
your child becoming worse in a foreign coun¬ 
try. No thanks. 

My husband drew the short straw and 
stayed at home to look after our son, while I 
took our eight-year-old daughter, Grace, to the 
slopes. 

So it was to become a girls’ holiday with a 
difference. And it got me thinking about 
whether a ski holiday is suitable for lone par¬ 
ents and whether you can truly enjoy the 
slopes alone while your children are off at ski 
school or busy with new friends. 

I shouldn’t have worried. We had chosen 
Alpe d’Huez, a family resort at 1,860 metres in 
the central French Alps, one of the five areas 
forming the Grandes Rousses massif, with 
links to Auris-en-Oisans, Oz-en-Oisans, 
Vaujany and Villard Reculas. 

It is one of France’s largest alpine resorts, 
also known as ‘L’ile au Soled’ (Island of the 
Sun) as almost all the slopes are south-facing 
and it boasts an average 300 sunny days a 
year. We went during the school holidays and 
found plenty of snow and few queues.

My daughter was booked into the morning 
Whizz Rids club, run by Crystal, in which car¬ 
ers drop off and pick up your child from ski 
school, take them back to the hotel for lunch 
and play with them until you pick them up in 
the afternoon. 

Some youngsters, it has to be said, didn’t go 
lightly, despite desperate reassurances from 
their parents. But the Crystal staff were fan¬ 
tastic, cajoling the stragglers, drying the tears 
of reluctant children and skilfully persuading 
them up the mountain. 

If you are a novice, the likelihood is you’ll be 
in ski school anyway. But even as an inter¬ 
mediate, ski school is the best option for lone 
skiers. You make friends and the instructor 


leads the way, so there’s no worry about get¬ 
ting lost. 

I was lucky to be staying in a family- 
oriented hotel: a casual environment where 
people readily struck up conversations about 
the pistes, the weather and the resort. You can 
take a book into the bar, but it’s never long 
before you’ll be closing it to talk to someone. 
Your children make friends, creating a link 
with other parents. 

But there are other options in Alpe d’Huez if 
you don’t want to ski all afternoon. We swam 
in the open-air pool and skated on the large 
ice-rink. 

Like most French ski resorts, food and drink 
on the piste comes at a premium. A large plate 
of chips will cost you 4.50 euros, a slice of pizza 
will be a little less and a can of drink about 
2.50 euros. But there are enough boulangeries 
and small supermarkets in the resort to allow 
you to make your own packed lunches. 

Dining out is also fun in Alpe d’Huez. Grace 
and I loved L’Edelweiss, a cosy, traditional- 
looking restaurant with wooden tables and 
chairs which was packed every night. 

It offered all the usual savoie fare, including 
raclette, fondues, tartiflette (a bubbling mix¬ 
ture of cheese, bacon and onions) and some 
meats served sizzling on hot stones, accom¬ 
panied by potatoes gratin dauphinoise and a 
variety of sauces. 

Next year I hope the boys will be able to join 
us. But if not, the girls will just have to go it 
alone again.

SAMUEL L Jackson is 
humming a ditty and 
looks so happy with the 
world, it’s impossible not 
to beam at him as he 
shakes my hand. 

The 60-year-old actor has plenty 
of reasons to be content. For a 
start, he’s sitting next to the ever- 
glamorous Scarlett Johansson 
and he’s just been honoured with 
a prestigious American Cinema¬ 
theque Award for his contribution 
to movies. 

Today, at a luxurious London 
hotel, he’s in an ebullient mood. 
He’s very enthusiastic about his 
latest film role in the daringly 
comic-like film adaptation of Will 
Eisner’s The Spirit.

House prices will 
continue their 
downward path, 
predict experts 

HOUSE prices fell by an average of 8.7 
per cent last year and are likely to 
plunge a further 12 per cent in 2009, 
property information firm Hometrack 
has claimed. 

The company’s research director, 
Richard Donnell, warned of further price 
falls to come as rising unemployment 
forces more sellers into the market. 

“The onset of recession and the 
prospect of rising unemployment will 
continue to dampen confidence and in 
turn demand, which will inevitably lead 
to further house price falls over the next 
12 months,” he said. 

Properties in south-east England were 
the hardest hit, according to Home- 
track’s survey of more than 1,800 estate 
agents and surveyors across the 
country. 

But the biggest average price fall in 
2008 was in London - a slump of 10.1 
per cent. 

In December, Britain’s biggest provider 
of home loans said house prices fell by a 
record 14.9 per cent in the three months 
to November, compared with a year ear¬ 
lier. 

The average price of a house in Britain 
stood at £163,605 said Halifax, which is 
part of HBOS.

Deposit scheme for 
first-time buyers 

FIRST-time buyers could have their 
deposits paid for them by the 
Government under proposals to boost 
the housing market. 

A new scheme could see 18,000 first¬ 
time buyers earning under £60,000 
offered interest-free Government loans 
to cover their deposits. 

Up to 30 per cent of the value of a prop¬ 
erty could be borrowed. 

The Government claims this means a 
first-time buyer could purchase a house 
worth £180,000 for as little as £126,000. 

However, the scheme has led to criti¬ 
cism that it will drop first-time buyers 
into negative equity as house prices are 
falling. 

The last lender to offer 100 per cent 
mortgages - Abbey - dropped its range 
in April. 


SOME 74 per cent of homes in the 
South East need energy efficiency 
improvements, according to a new 
survey. 

Almost three-quarters of people say their 
homes are in need of energy efficiency 
improvements with fuel bills are set to rocket 
this winter, says a poll commissioned by the 
National Housing Federation. 

However, the survey also shows that while 
the majority say their home would benefit 
from measures such as draught-proofing 
around windows and doors or better loft 
insulation, fewer than half plan to take the 
necessary action. 

Despite 36 per cent of respondents agreeing 
they need a more energy-efficient boiler, for 
example, only eight per cent said they would 
be installing one in the next 12 months. 

Energy-saving lightbulbs fared better, how¬ 
ever, with about one in four respondents say¬ 
ing they would install them over the next year. 

While the latest Government figures show

that 291,000 households in the region are offi¬ 
cially ‘fuel poor’, spending more than ten per 
cent of disposable income on gas and electrici¬ 
ty bills, these new figures raise concerns that 
many across the South East will receive much 
higher fuel bills this winter. 

The average household is now spending 
about £1,300 a year on gas and electricity. 

The National Housing Federation’s regional 
manager for the South East, Warren Finney, 
said: “Energy-inefficient homes are bad for the 
environment and bad for fuel bills. 

“The results of this poll show the Govern¬ 
ment still faces a battle to win people over to 
the idea of investing in energy efficiency. 

“Ministers need to look at practical ways of 
encouraging people to invest in energy effi¬ 
ciency. Slashing the VAT charged on products 
such as energy-efficient boilers to five per cent 
would make a real difference for people want¬ 
ing to do the right thing for the environment 


and benefit from lower prices.” In the mean¬ 
time, the National Housing Federation has top 
tips for people who need to save cash while 
staying warm this winter: 

• Properly insulating your home can save up 
to £400 a year in fuel bills. 

Cavity wall insulation which usually costs 
about £500 will save £150 to £200 per year, 
paying for itself within two to three years. 
Many households are now able to get this done 
at a subsidised rate or for free. 

Loft insulation is generally easy to do your¬ 
self and costs about £100 to £300, depending 
on your home. It could save you up to £200 in 
the first year. 

• DIY draught-proofing can make a big differ¬ 
ence. Sealant tape for windows and doors, 
brushes or seals for your letterbox and door, 
and a draught excluder, would cost about £40. 
You could make that back within the first year. 

• Turning off lights, switching off appliances 
rather than leaving them on standby, and 
using heating controls properly are all cost- 
free ways of saving energy.

appeal, there is also an MP3 audio connection 
on most models. 

Leg, shoulder and headroom front and rear 
has increased across the board and Vauxhall 
claims the cabin is one of the quietest in its 
class, with reduced NVH (noise, vibration and 
harshness). Having driven several versions 
now, I can’t argue with that and the car han¬ 
dles and rides in a much tidier fashion than of 
old too - there is even a cracking little VXR 
‘pocket rocket’ model. 

As more of us downsize in search of greener 
motoring or convenience, the new Corsa also 
falls into what I call the ‘supersize-me-mini’ 
segment, typified by the latest Renault Clio, 
Fiat Punto and Peugeot 207. These bigger 
superminis deliver greater crash protection 
and retain some big car comforts for owners 
seeking to reduce both their physical and car¬ 
bon footprint on the roads. 

The 1.4 Club is the best seller - Club is the 
mid-range trim above Expression and Life, 
while the 1.4i petrol engine delivers a balance 
of economy, power and refinement.

Westwood's admirers 
vote with their feet 

SHOPPERS have given Westwood Cross 
a vote of confidence in the latest survey 
by Business Bluprints. 

Research reveals that 99 per cent of 
shoppers rate cleanliness at the retail 
centre as good or very good, 95 per cent 
feel the centre is safe and secure and 94 
per cent value the pleasant atmosphere.

Art meets commerce

months, preceded by a private viewing 
when people from the wider business 
community will be able to see them. 

Caroline Binns, of developer Liberty 
Property Trust UK, said: “The aim is to 
brighten people’s working day by creat¬ 
ing a welcoming and stimulating envi¬ 
ronment.” 

Liberty founded the Rouse Kent Public 
Art Award with KCC for the best piece of 
public art in the county. The biennial 
award will be held this year. 

Channel trade seminar 

NEWCREATIF, a virtual design and 
communication agency based in 
Folkestone and Canterbury, held another 
seminar on design and communication 
issues for firms trading in France. 

The seminar, at the Ramada Hotel, 
Dover, was attended by more than 25 
local government and businesses dele¬ 
gates from both sides of the Channel.

Our glass is half-lull 


EVEN economic downturns have 
their silent majorities - more than 
half of companies in Kent say they 
are either unaffected by the cur¬ 
rent slowdown or are performing 
well and growing. 

And a fifth are confident of a recovery in the 
coming months. This is proof that, while it’s 
the public duty of the media to report what is 
going on, there is always another side of the 
coin that needs polishing. 

The Financial and Business Services Survey 
2008 commissioned by investment promotion 
agency Locate in Kent shows that almost a 
quarter of companies feel prospects are better 
for being based in Kent rather than elsewhere 
in the UK. 

When asked how the economic climate was 
impacting on their business, encouragingly, 
almost a third - 29 per cent - reported that

they were still performing well and growing. 

Just under half of respondents felt that their 
businesses had suffered as a result of econom¬ 
ic downturn, and a further quarter responded 
that it had no impact. 

Companies in the business services sector 
seemed to be faring better in this economic cli¬ 
mate, with 36 per cent performing well, com¬ 
pared with 22 per cent in the financial sector. 

The majority of respondents were realistic 
about the potential consequences of the global 
economic crisis, with 57 per cent concerned 
about their business over the next two years. 

However, almost a third of respondents were 
confident their business would grow over the 
next few years. 

One in five respondents felt confident about 
a recovery in the coming months. 

When asked the biggest issue that compa¬ 


nies would face once the economic outlook 
improved, respondents cited fears of cash flow 
problems and the cost of finance, lack of client 
and consumer confidence, red tape and legisla¬ 
tion and the possibility of a slow recovery in 
the housing market. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “These results are not surprising 
given that we cannot get away from the hard 
economic truths we are facing. 

“However, there are some very encouraging 
results from this report. The fact that Kent’s 
location and solid transport links were so pos¬ 
itively rated gives us good reason to be opti¬ 
mistic about the future. 

“The improved links to central London will 
serve the county well as it looks to leverage 
opportunities such as the 2012 Olympics. 

“Access to international markets will become 
an essential lifeline for a number of compa¬ 
nies, underlining the importance of transport 
links in terms of business location choice.”
